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(a) continuously moving the joined pipe lengths 
in a linear direction, 

(b) wrapprng a plurality of continuous 
juxtapositioned reinforcement fibers formed with a material 
composition selected from the group consisting of ceramics/ 
metals, carbon, glass compositions and organic polymers 
while in an unbonded condition about the outer surface of 
each moving joined pipe lengthy in a predetermined spatial 
direction, and 

(c) heating the fiber trapped pipe lengths 
sufficiently to cause thermal bonding between the 
reinforcement fibers and the pipe len\jths while said joined 
pipe, lengths continue to move in the same linear direction.
